The appointment of Col. Hayward, it 
was-learned tonight, had been arranged 
definitely. Col. Hayward, who came to 
the Capitol this evening with a majority 
of the Senators and Assemblymen serv- 
ing on the.committee of investigation, 
conferred with Gov. Whitman during the 
Governor’s recent visit t6 New York 
and definitely accepted the place. The 
Governor has promised that he will sur- 
round Col. Hayward with young men of 
energy and initiative to aid him in the 
big job awaiting him. 

It may be asserted on excellent au- 
thority that few changes will be made 
in the law governing the Public Serv- 
ice Commission at the present session 
of the Legislature.

The operation, which had. been made 
necessary by. an affection of the knee 
that caused .much suffering for. years, 
was performed by Prof. Deériuce of Bor- 
deaux University. 

Prof.. Pozzi was to conduct the opera- 
tion yesterday, but he was called to the

BRAVE GERMAN’S DEATH. 


Officer Held Off Whole Troop of 
Russians Till Mortally Wounded. 


BERLIN, Feb, 10, (Correspondénce of 
The Associated Press.)—When the Ger- 
man troops again took possession.of the 
little town of Drobin in’ Rugsian Poland 
they found there the grave of one of their 
Lieutenants, who haa been missing

Man.Who Urged That Allies Be 


“Bled White’’ Succumbs to Wounds. 


AMSTERDAM, (via London,) Feb. :22. 
—A dispatch from Berlin to the Am- 
sterdam Telegraaf says.that Lieut. Gen. 
von Wrochem, commander of a Ger- 
man army division, who recently re- 
céived.the Iron Cross,-is dead in the 
German capital. 

According to the same telegram, 
Lieut: Count von Blassewitz-Levetzow, 
a son of the Premier of Mecklenburg- 
Schwerin -and brother-in-law of Prince 
Oscar, fifth son. of Emperor William, 
has been killed in the eastern theatre 
of-the war. : 


When the war began Alfred K. E. von 
Wrochem was a Major-General attached 
to the -War Office in Berlin. He was 
born fifty-eight years ago in Schweid- 
nitz and received his education at the 
Hirschberg Gymnasium. Had. served 
in the engineers and as staff of- 
ficer when, in 1898, he became a Major 
in the Eighty-seventh Infantry Regi- 
ment. He was severely wounded and, 
at first reported as dead on Aug. 30, 
1914, in the advance from Mons to the 
Marne. He was taken to Berlin, where 
he has probably died from his~wounds. 

Under the title, ‘* Looking Forward ”’ 
the German periodical Der Tag recently 
published an article written by Gen. 
von Wrochem, in which: he warned 
German statesmen against mild terms 
of peace when Germans should have 
conquered the Allies, and urged them to 
act in the spirit of Bismarck ‘“ who 
on re ag our enemy to bleed him 
white.”’

In Alsace we have captured the greater part of the village of Stossweier, of 
which we held only the outskirts yesterday.

THE EVELYN INCIDENT. 

No investigation is needed to prove 
that the loss of the Evelyn was acci- 
dental, Steaming through mine- 
strewn waters, she struck either a 
fioating or anchored mine, The loss 
of ship and cargo is covered by 
insurance. Her cargo of cotton 
was consigned ta Bremen, and Ger- 
many needs all the cotton it can 
get. This incident bears no direct 
relation to the recent German dec- 
laration of a war zone in the waters 
surrounding Great Britain. As a 
matter of fact, the Evelyn was prob- 
ably not within that zone, 

Late dispatches, however, material- 
ly inerease the gravity of the inci- 
dent, One of the crew in the boat 
picked-up-. by a German ship was 
frozen to death befere the rescue. It 
is probable that others, who were not 
in that boat, were lost. Moreover, 
the blowing up of an American ship 
in foreign waters is never to be lightly 
eonsidered. The Secretary of the 
Navy has ordered a formal and com- 
plete report from the American Naval 
Attaché at Berlin. The illustration 
of the dangers incurred by American 
merchant vessels comes at a critical 
moment. Absolute proof that._thg 
Evelyn was not destroyed by a sub- 
marine will ‘be difficult to obtain, 
The American people will be inclined 
to follow the example of their Govern- 
ment, however, and view the matter 
calmly. In regard to the nationality 
of a mine floating so near to the 
German shore, the natural inference 
is that it must be German. The 
often repeated.statement that English 
mines have been washed up on the 
Holland coast is extremely doubtful. 
Even’if a mine could float so far, 
it would probably Jose its explosive 
power, 

The incident serves to emphasize 
the folly of the German action in re-. 
gard to navigation en the North Sea 
and the English Channel, If an 
American ship can be destroyed while 
on her way to deliver a much needed 
cargo of cotton to German consignees, 
the peril of American ships carrying 
non - contraband cargoes to other 
lands, neutral or belligerent, is made 
too plain to be ignored.

THE SENATE. 

It used to be a fashion to slur the 
United States Senate; and even yet 
there are people who think to get 
themselves in fashion by slurs at the 
expense of that body. But the Senate 
is almost all that remains of our de- 
Iherative system. It is to the Senate 
that the nation must look, and has 
looked ever since 1890, for the real 
consideration of legislation. It is easy 
te be impatient with the Senate, to 
quarrel with it when it adopts dila- 
tory tactics to kill some undesired 
pill, but we have to take the bad with 
the good and to weigh relative ad- 
vantages. If it. were not for the 
Senate there would be no check on 
certain tendencies that have lately be- 
come plain; tendencies toward a union 
between the Executive branch and a 
subservient House to inflict on the 
nation legislation it does not want. 
It was a contingency not foreseen by 
the men who drew the Constitution, 
who. certainly never expected that the 
Senate would become, as it has in 
fact become,-the really popular branch 
of the Government, fhe branch repre- 
senting what the people want. The 
dictatorial Speakers of former years 
accomplished a work: greater than 
they knew; they abolished the House 
as @ representative popular body and 
transferred to the Senate its repre- 
sentative character. 

Take, for éxample, such a measure 
as the Ship Purchase bill, a measure 
desired by nobody but the President 
and a, clique. The House was a mere 
teel in their hands, Thet the measure 
has been shelved is due to the fact 
that the Senate stili retains its 
ancient powers, and it is the only de- 
partment of the Government except 
the Supreme Court that does—and the 
White House, which has not only} 
maintained ita powers but increased 
them. The men who built the Con- 
stitution built wisely and well; but 
there were many things in the struc- 
ture they built of which they did not 
understand the possibilities. They did 
not foresee, for example, that the 
Supreme Court would take-the com- 
Manding position it has taken; JoHN

A COMMENDABLE PLAN. 
Reassuring enews comes from Al- 
bany that in spite of their defeat at 
the polls last NOVember, because of 
the shortsightedness of the voters, or 
the too general disinclination to mark 
ballots with careful discrimination, 
ex-Chief Judge Curityy and Messrs. 
Wirw4M B. Gurerm, WiipiaM M. 
Ivins, and CHaRigs J. McDrRMOTT 
will take part in the deliberations of 
the forthcoming Constitutional Con- 
vention. The services of these men 
in the work of Constitution making 
will be invaluable. They were nom- 
inated because of their ripe experience 
and sound judgment, Two of them 
are Democrats and two Republicans. 
A like number of district delegates, 
representing each party, will retire 
to give place te them, and weight will 
be added to the convention’s delibera- 
tions by the arrangement. 

This indicates that there are means, 
perfectly legal and wholly commend- 
able, by whieh errors of the elector- 
ate’may be corrected. The proper 
way to vote for delegates. to such a 
body as the Constitutional Convention 
is to pick out the requisite number of 
names of men best fitted for the 
work to be done. But too many of 
the voters stuck closely to their party 
tickets. 








INDIAN FIGHTS. 

A yoice out of the past speaks in the 
news that there has been @ recurrence 
of Indian fighting. The battle in 
Utah, however, bore no resemblance 
to the Indian wars of other days. It 
was an attack by a posse on a band of 
outlaws, and the fact that their color 
was red instead of white does not alter 
the character of the fighting. Un- 
doubtedly there will never be an In- 
dian war in this country again, The 
struggle between redskin and paleface 
lasted two centuries and a half, but it 
ended a quarter of a century ago. In 
one sense it may be said to have been 
a single war, a war of territorial ag- 
gression. That long history ended 
with the Wounded Knee campaign and 
the killing of SrrTinc Butt; in his 
death there perished RED JACKET and 
King Puiuip, BRANDT and TECUMSEH, 
The war whose records bear such 
names as DaNIsL Boone and MILEs 
STANDISH, WILLIAM HENRY HARRISON 
and Grorce A. CusTmR, was terminat- 
ed by NELSON A, MILRs, 

In 1898 there was an Indian out- 
break in the Northwest, and a foree 
of soldiers. under Col. Joun M. Bacon 
was attacked. But that was more like 
a riot than a battle, and the whole 
trouble was instantly put down. It 
bore no more resemblance to the old 
Indian wars than does the present dis- 
turbance in Utah. Finis has been 
written to the great epic. 


INCITING CRIME. 
In November last a Mrs. BEASLEY 
of Chicago found it necessary to her

Un- 
employment, which is hard for the 
seeing, is hopeless tragedy for the 
blind. Owing to the war, the usual 
subscriptions have fallen off, classes 
are closed, and the once busy hands 
of the blind lie idle. Many whom the 
Light House has rescued are now slip- 
ping back to their prison of the dark.

It is based on the tried experience of 
other leading cities. New Yofk City 
stands alone with itd beard of forty-six; 
three out of every four of the large 
cities of the country have boards of 
nine or leas; out of two have boards 
of less than seven, and fourteen have the 
most common size,.five. There is a 
distinct tendency toward the small 
board, twenty-seven out of thirty-four 
cities having materially reduced the size 
of their boards in the last few years. 
Furthermore, the size of the city has 
not elsewhere determined the size of 
the board, and should not in this city. 

In the. Goodnow-Howe report to the 
New York Committee on School In- 
quiry, the following statement was made 
after a thorough study of the working 
of the present large board: 

We believe the facts presented in this re- 
port relative to the legislative and adminis- 
trative methods of the present board prove 
beyond question that a reduction in the size 
of the board is fundamental to other rer 
forms in’ school administration. * * * 

The substitution of a small board would, 
we believe, of itself correct the foregoing 
evils, as it has jn Boston, Cleveland, and 
elsewhere where the smal] board obtains. 
This expert opinion is supported by 
the United States Commissioner of Hdu- 
cation and over threescore State and 
QCity Superintendents and educational au- 
thorities who have written their views 
recently to this association. The tenor 
of these views is indicated by the fol- 
lowing statement from Dr. Charlies W. 
Eliot, President Emeritus’ of Harvard 
University : 

Sound theory and recent successful ex- 
perience in many parts of the country indi- 
cate that a small board, consisting of from 
five to twelve members, is much more 
effective than @ large board, such as New 
York now employs. A small board, the 
members of which are replaced gradually 
and never many at once, can sit around a 
small table and talk in conversational tones 
without excit or 31 for oratory, 
and a majority of its members at any par- 
ticular moment ill always have had somé 
experience, 


It is to be hoped that every citizen 
who has truly at heart the welfare of 
the schools of New York City will urge 
upon the Legislature the importance of 
enacting the Cromwell-Brennan bill to 
give to the city a small unpaid Board of 
Education.

ABANDONED CANAL LANDS. 


John G. Saxe Explains Impromptu 
Remarks About Their Value. 


To the Editor of The New York. Times: 

I bave read your editorial of today asking 
if my rough estimate of the possible value 
of the canal lands to be abandoned is not 
too high, 

Possibly it fs. I cannot say, Everybody 
who has had to do with this subject and 
with the legislation which the up-State cities 
tried to persuade Gov. Glynn_to sign last 
year knows that the lands are very valuable 
and that their value today is going to he 
greatly enhanced by the opening of the new 
barge canal. I should think Mr. MeNamara's 
estimate made in 1901 of $6,500,000 for the 
whole tract would be small today even for 
the value of the lands in any one of the var- 
jous up-State cities. 

You refer to Syracuse. In Rochester, the 
canal runs through the main section .of the 
elty, and’ if the city obtained it, it might 
sell portions of it or give franchises over 
pertions of it to the Lehigh Railroad, whose 
terminal is on the bank ef the canal at Court 
Street, or to the Lackawanna, which would 
undoubtedly like te enter Rochester, or could 
grant extremely valuable trolley franchises 
to @ company running from Rochester to 
Brighton.

Mr: Heinztleman takes up and points 
out the ineffectiveness of correspond- 
ence, saying: 

“Where natives require.-American 
products.‘that have not been intro- 
duced. into. this market they usually’ 
make inquiries at the Consulate Gen- 
eral, where they are handed lists of 
firms and advised of any points that 
specially commend the ‘Aynerican-mede 
article. _Correspondence ensues, but 
owing to the unfamiliarity with local 
conditions ‘on ‘the part o American 
marrufacturer and the inoke o knowledge 
of English bythe native, the ‘corre- 
spondence usually proves abortive. # Wor 
example, a native merchant who re- 
quired machinéry for nail manufacture 
was recommended by the Consul Gen- 
eral to certain American firms. In.due 
course .oné of the firmg sent. a reply, 
‘together with a catalogue, a sh i ist, 
circulars, and other literature: The 
merchant took them to various persons, 
asking them to explain the contents, 
which gave f. o. b. and c. i. f. quota- 
tions and a series of discounts. He 
finally became 50 confused that he gave 
the matter up.’ 

Next is shown how British and Ger- 
man firms have got business in Man- 
churia by direct representation and by 
conforming their way of doing business 
to the“way of the district in ‘which they 
were seeking trade. Following this the 
expenses of firms in Mukden is taken 
up, of which Mr. Heintzleman says: 

“ The initial expenses incurred in open- 
ing a firm here would be considerable. 
The manager would .expect to be well 
paid. ‘The premises *would have to be 
commodious and favorably located,. and 
the native staff adequate and well. paid.

A prominent factor in the piece goods 
market. in reviewing the gituation since 
the Fall openings, said yesterday that, 
contrary to the general notion, he does 
not believe that there has been much 
in the wer, of speculative buying. He 
igs very well satisfied with the character 
of the purshasée made so far. They 
have not been placed in large quantities, 
but have come from a greater number 
of buyers, so that the total amount of 
business ig bettér than at a correspond- 
ing time fas t year. In all cases where 

clothier wants to be put down for a 
large amount, he has advised caution, 
sometimes cutting £3 order in half. 


Early Operator Favored. 

As the situation grows clearer in the 
men’s wear trade, it becomes increasing-

If one manufacturer who hustled 
his selections got a fabric at $1.05, and 
his competitor nad | to Pay $1.10 for the 
same goods, the 1 price may have 
been beyond the price’ limit which would 
permit using that eaten pee | fabric ina 
suit; The big advantage, therefore, 
during the coming season, unless piece 
goods drop in the meantime, will rest 

with the clothing house that placed its 
orders early. ese 


Hides to be” Had Cheap. 

According to Special Agent Garrard 
Harris of the Bureau of Foreign and 
Domestic Commerce, American pur- 
chasers of hides would do well to turn 
their attention to Guatemala. He 
writes from Guatemala City as follows: 
“The supply of hides and skins from 
Guatemala has in the past ‘gone mainly 
to Germany, the United States obtain- 
ing pelatively & @ small part.
